Street Project encompassed.  Director McCue informed her that it was for the total reconstruction 

of Second Street from Dakota Avenue to Florida Avenue; Wisconsin Avenue from Hwy 63 to 

Second Street; and Florida Avenue from Hwy 63 to Second Street to include water & sewer, 

curb & gutter, sidewalks and blacktopping. 

 

Roberto Escamilla requested that the brush and shrubs be trimmed along Illinois Avenue from 

Minnie Avenue to the driveway from Galaxie Apartments; as the over growth is making it 

difficult to see when exiting from the driveway.  Mr. Escamilla also requested that the City add 

information regarding upcoming elections (times and location) to the City’s website.
